vote. 
The general expression of opinion 
in the conference Indicated th a t there 
would not be a great num ber of ex­ 
tended speeches on the bill, but that 
there would be a desire to discuss 
m any of the schedules and especially 
some of the am endm ents which will 
he offered by Democratic senators. 
The nearest approach to a formal 
agreem ent at the second m eeting of 
the Dem ocrats was a reiteration of 
their form er expression in favor of 
an income tax.

TO HANDLE FUNDS 


Mayor Elect Ousdahl Wanted Park 


Improvement Association to 


Turn Them Over 


MEETING 
WAS 
ENTHUSIASTIC 


Officers of Last Year Were Re- j 


elected and Other Business 


Was Transacted 


The meeting of the 
Brainerd Bark 
Improvement Association was held at 
the Commercial club rooms Friday ev- j 
ening. 
It was attended by over 20 res­ 
idents of the Second ward, R. U. Wise 
from the First Ward, R. A. Henning 
from the Third and P. M, Zakariasen 
from the Fourth. 
The meeting was called to order by 
F. A. Farrar, the president. 
The report of M. T. Dunn, secretary 
was given verbally and was on motion 
accepted. 
D. M. Clark, the treasurer, gave his 
report as follows:

The report was on motion 
and placed on file. 
The association then proceeded to the 
election of officers, ail the old officers 
being re-elected without opposition, as 
follows: 
pres.—F. A. Farrar. 
V. P. — J. A. Thabes. 
Sec. — M. T. Dunn. 
Treas. — D. M. Clark. 
A committee from the council, con­ 
sisting of Alderman Zakariasen ap­ 
peared before the meeting and asked j 
that the association donate 8300 to the 
Juvenile Concert band to buy uniforms, j 
with the understanding that the band 
was to give concerts at least one even­ 
ing a week during the summer. He 
stated that the council would like to 
help the boys but the city attorney had 
ruled that they could not use public 
monies for that purpose. 
President Farrar and Dr. Werner i 
Hemstead opposed taking the money 
which was raised for park purposes 
and diverting it to other purposes no 
m atter how’ laudable. 
Mons Mahlum moved that the mat­ 
ter be referred to the entertainment 
committee. 
Mr. Farrar, Mr. Adair and 
Mr. Clark advocated raising the neces­ 
sary money by subscription, but object­ 
ed to taking association funds for other 
purposes. 
Messrs. Sanborn and Adair 
thought that the council would reim­ 
burse the association by 
approving 
bills for work on ¿he parks done under j 
the direction of the association. 
1 he j 
motion of Mr. Mahlum finally prevailed 
and the m atter was referrrd to the en- j 
tertainm ent committee. 
Dr. Werner Hemstead moved that 
the president, secretary and the chair- 
man of the entertainment committee ; 
act as an executive committee to work j 
in conjunction with the city park board j 
and to have authority to 
spend the 
funds raised by the association. 
The president was authorized to ap­ 
point an entertainment committee of 
five members to have charge of the 
raising of funds. 
Judge Sanborn read a communication 
from Mr. Nutting, the architect who 
drew the plans for the beautifying of 
Gregory park, stating that the cost of 
detailed plans for the buildings indi­ 
cated sufficient to base advertisement 
for bids upon, would be about $20, 
and on motion Mr. Sanborn was in­ 
structed to order the plans and to ask 
the council to pay for same as an off­ 
set to the monev proposed to be donat­ 
ed to the band. 
The executive committed was direct­ 
ed to secure a supply of badges or but­ 
tons to be sold at $1 each, to raise 
funds for the parks, the purchase of a 
button also carrying with it member­ 
ship in the association. 
On motion the president was author­ 
ized to appoint a committee of three to 
draw up by-laws. 
He appointed W er­ 
ner Hemstead, Mons Mahlum and R. 
R. Wise. 
Dr. Hemstead suggested that the city 
council be urged to take up the feasi­ 
bility of securing a site for a park at 
Rice lake. 
He believed the property 
should be secured at once, v/hile the 
pine trees are still standing. 
It was on 
motion declared the sense of the m eet­ 
ing that this be done. 
Mr. Wise said that the citizens of 
the Fifth and First wards did not ask 
the purchase of a park, all they want­ 
ed was to have the old school house site 
on South Sixth street beautified. 
The 
school district still owned the lots and 
could not sell them, but would, he 
thought, give the permission to improve 
them. 
It was suggested that the school 
board be requested to beautify tMe I 
school grounds. 
W. H. 
Strachn be- j 
lieved the school board should not 
spenff'any money in that way until the 
sanitary conditions of the W hittier and 
Lowell buildings were improved. 
Mayor Elect Ousdahl expressed the 
belief that the funds of the association 


should be turned over to the park board 
of the city to be spent. 
There was no support given Mr. Ous- 
dahl s suggestion. 
It was pointed out, 
in the first place, that the funds did 
not belong to the city, but to the as­ 
sociation and should be spent by them; 
also that the funds, if in the treasury, 
could not be used for many laudable 
purposes (such as aiding the band, as 
| the council had suggested.) 
Mr. Ous- 
dahl declared that he only sought to 
remove an apprehension on the part of 
! the people as to whether or not the 
funds would be properly spent. 
Mr. Farrar stated that there was 
j but one park of record in the city on 
which money could be spent and that 
the council, and that body alone, must 
buy the sites. 
Mr. Ousdahl was very 
insistent that the funds or at least 
the major portion of them must be put 
in the city park fund, despite the fact 
that it was pointed out to him that no 
work could be done upon any city park 
without the consent of the park board. 
Alderman Zakariasen wanted land 
for a park purchased about four blocks 
south of the fair ground, but his atten­ 
tion was called to the fact that the 
council alone acquire land for parks. 
R. R. Wise thought that the east end 
of the Fisher Fuel Co s yards should 
be taken from them and parked, say­ 
ing that the impression on people com- j 
; ing in on the trains w’ould be better. 
W. D. McKay talked along the same 
line. 
J. P. Anderson said he believed 
that it would be a waste of money. 
The place was hidden from the main 
line almost all the time by bad order 
box cars and he did not think any good 
could come of the effort. 
How'ever a 
I motion prevailed that the chair should 
appoint a railroad park committee 
Dr. Courtney thought that while they 
were about it the association should do 
something toward the improvement of 
West Brainerd. especially in the way 
of stopping the draymen and others 
from making it a dumping ground. His 
attention was called to the fact that 
came under the health 
department 
rather than under the park associa­ 
tion’s jurisdiction. 
Dr. Courtney, also, 
advocated making a good showing on 
one park and then taking up another, 
not scatter ng the efforts ot the asso­ 
ciation so as to make no showing any­ 
where. 
Dr. Courtney also made a strong 
plea for a sidewalk to the N. P. San­ 
itarium. 
He said that practically every 
stranger who spent a few hours in 
Brainerd visited the Mississippi river 
bridge, if not the hospital and that no 
improvement that could be made would 
be a better advertisement than w ould 
such a walk. 
The meeting then adjourned.

The meeting was called to order by 
F. A. Farrar, the president. 
The report of M. T. Dunn, secretary 
was given verbally and was on motion 
accepted. 
D. M. Clark, the treasurer, gave his 
report as follows:

The report was on motion accepted 
and placed on file. 
The association then proceeded to the 
election of officers, all the old officers 
being re-elected without opposition, as I 
follows: 
Pres.—F. A. Farrar. 
V. P.- J . A. Thabes. 
Sec.—M. T. Dunn. 
Treas. —D. M. Clark. 
A committee from the council, con­ 
sisting of Alderman Zakariasen ap­ 
peared before the meeting and asked 
that the association donate 8300 to the 
Juvenile Concert band to buy uniforms, 
with the understanding that the band 
was to give concerts at least one even­ 
ing a week during the summer. He 
stated that the council would like to 
help the boys but the city attorney had 
ruled that they could not use public 
monies for that purpose. 
President Farrar and Dr. Werner 
Hemstead opposed taking the money 
which was raised for park purposes 
and diverting it to other purposes no 
matter how laudable. 
Mons Mahlum moved that the mat­ 
ter be referred to the entertainment 
committee. 
Mr. Farrar, Mr. Adair and 
Mr. Clark advocated raising the neces­ 
sary money by subscription, but object­ 
ed to taking association funds for other 
purposes. Messrs. Sanborn and Adair 
thought that the council would reim­ 
burse the association by approving 
bills for work on the parks done under 
the direction of the association. The 
motion of Mr. Mahlum finally prevailed 
and the matter was referrrd to the en­ 
tertainment committee. 
Dr. Werner Hemstead moved that 
the president, secretary and the chair­ 
man of the entertainment committee 
act as an executive committee to work 
in conjunction with the city park board 
and to have authority to spend the 
funds raised by the association. 
The president was authorized to ap­ 
point an entertainment committee of 
five members to have charge of the 
raising of funds. 
Judge Sanborn read a communication 
from Mr. Nutting, the architect who 
drew the plans for the beautifying of 
Gregory park, stating that the cost of 
detailed plans for the buildings indi­ 
cated sufficient to base advertisement 
for bids upon, would be about $20, 
and on motion Mr. Sanborn was in­ 
structed to order the plans and to ask 
the council to pay for same as an off­ 
set to the money proposed to be donat­ 
ed to the band. 
The executive committed was direct­ 
ed to secure a supply of badges or but­ 
tons to be sold at $1 each, to raise 
funds for the parks, the purchase of a 
button also carrying with it member­ 
ship in the association. 
On motion the president was author­ 
ized to appoint a committee of three to 
draw up by-laws. He appointed Wer­ 
ner Hemstead, Mons Mahlum and R. 
R. Wise. 
Dr. Hemstead suggested that the city 
council be urged to take up the feasi­ 
bility of securing a site for a park at 
Rice lake. 
He believed the property 
should be secured at once, while the 
pine trees are still standing. It was on 
motion declared the sense of the meet­ 
ing that this be done. 
Mr. Wise said that the citizens of 
the Fifth and First wards did not ask 
the purchase of a park, all they want­ 
ed was to have the old school house site 
on South Sixth street beautified. The 
school district still owned the lots and 
could not sell them, but would, he 
thought, give the permission to improve 
them. 
It was suggested that the school 
board be requested to beautify tWe 
school grounds. W. H. 
Strachn be­ 
lieved the school board should not 
spencf'any money in that way until the 
sanitary conditions of the Whittier and 
Lowell buildings were improved. 
Mayor Elect Ousdahl expressed the 
belief that the funds of the association 


should be turned over to the park board 
of the city to be spent. 
There was no support given Mr. Ous- 
dahl's suggestion. It was pointed out, 
in the first place, that the funds did 
not belong to the city, but to the as­ 
sociation and should be spent by them; 
also that the funds, if in the treasury, 
could not be used for many laudable 
purposes (such as aiding the band, as 
the council had suggested.) 
Mr. Ous­ 
dahl declared that he only sought to 
remove an apprehension on the part of 
the people as to whether or not the 
funds would be properly spent. 
Mr. Farrar stated that there was 
bur one park of record in the city on 
which money could be spent and that 
the council, and that body alone, must 
buy the sites. 
Mr. Ousdahl was very 
insistent that the funds or at least 
the major portion of them must be put 
in the city park fund, despite the fact 
that it was pointed out to him that no 
work could be done upon any city park 
without the consent of the park board. 
Alderman Zakariasen wanted land 
for a park purchased about four blocks 
south of the fair ground, but his atten­ 
tion was called to the fact that the 
council alone acquire land for parks. 
R. R. Wise thought that the east end 
of the Fisher Fuel Co 'a yards should 
be taken from them and parked, say­ 
ing that the impression on people com­ 
ing in on the trains would be better. 
W. D. McKay talked along the same 
line. J. P. Anderson said he believed 
that it would be a waste of money. 
The place was hidden from the main 
line almost all the time by bad order 
box cars and he did not think any good 
could come of the effort. 
However a 
motion prevailed that the chair should 
appoint a railroad park committee. 
Dr. Courtney thought that while they 
were about it the association should do 
something toward the improvement of 
West Brainerd, especially in the way 
of stopping the draymen and others 
from making it a dumping ground. His 
attention was called to the fact that 
came under the health department 
rather than under the park associa­ 
tion’s jurisdiction.

The foreign consuls at 
Mersina have requested that warships 
be sent to that port. 
Nothing definite is obtainable as to 
the number of persons who lost their 
lives in the fighting, though one report 
says sixty Armenians were massacred. 
Two American missionaries are said 
to be among the dead, but no names 
are given and the report as to these 
Is unconfirmed.
